Innovative Approach for Monitoring Local Indiana cervical dislocation of injured animals 

Bat Populations within the Species’ Summer Range 

Justification 


This protocol is a field study. Conditional means of euthanasia of injured animals is an lACUC-approved 
exception to reduce handling time for bats. Physical means of euthanasia is not a part of the standard 
procedure in this protocol. The exception is to allow rapid and humane euthanasia of inadvertently injured 
animals under field conditions.
